i eral government took a hand In the 
national coal strike for the first time 
today. 


Atorney General Daugherty slipped 


quietly out of Washington yesterday 
enroute for Indianapolis 


The purpose of t!ie trip to the seat 


of Judge Anderson's federal court and 
also of headquarters of the U M. W. 
of A. was not c\plained officially but 
It is known to bo in connection with 
a government move in the strike sit- 
uation. 


This trip is looked upon as an effort 


to begin to clear the tie-up in tho 
coal regions. 


Unofficially and In view of the re- 


turn of Jolin L. Lewis, president of the [ 
U. M. W. of A., and directing head of 
the miners' fight these reasons were 
assigned to Daugherty. 


1—Daugherty will endeavor to as- 


suage the fears of the coal operators, 
that federal prosecution would attend j 
their meeting jointly with the miners j 
to name a new wage scale. 


2—The legal department of the gov- 


ernment may be acting on a sugges- 
tion c-f W. H Haskins, representative ( 
coal operators that either congress or 
the department of justice might clari- 
fy the situation by calling off the antl-, 
trust lav.- prosecutions against miners 
and operators for agreeing jointly on 
wages scales . 


Already thru formal communication 


to the congressional committee inves- 
tigating the strike, Attorney General 
Daugherty has promised that there 
would be no legal action taken against 
•participants in a joint wage confer- 
ence. This assurance has been backed 
by the house in specifying that anyj 
money appropriated for the justice de- j 
partment shall not be used in further- 
Ing such prosecutions.

What the drys'are right in opposing is the forcing of a fu- 


tile and legally untenable proposition to the fore where it is 
bound to distract the attention of the voters of the state from 
other issues that have force and validity and upon which the 
people can act finally without flying in thc face ofa long line of 
incontestible court decisions and legal precedents. 


Aside from its legal impossibility the wet proposal as it 


would go upon the ballot contains a number of pernicious pro- 
visions. The brewers backing the scheme declare they do not 
want a return of the saloon. Yet their amendment, if carried, 
and at the same time did not conflict with federal laws, woulcll 
legalize the conversion of every home in the state into a saloon. 
It says: "And the manufacture and sale of such beverages^ for 
consumption in homes and places of abode shall be lawful." 


How many women votes do the brewers think they will get 


on that proposition? Unless the sentiment of the men of Ohio 
has changed vastly more than surface indications foretell, it 
would not require the votes of the mothers of Ohio to defeat so 
astounding a measure. 


Again this proposed amendment says: "No beverage con- 


taining more than one-half of 1 percent of alcohol by volume 
may be sold to be drunk on the premises where sold." In view 
of the difficulties of enforcing existing state and federal dry 
laws, what sane man thinks for an instant that there would ever 
be any possibility of enforcing so absurd a provision as that? No 
one believes it could, least of all the interests that are foisting it 
upon the electorate. 


Practically every other feature of this proposal is quite as 


absurd and untenable as the ones quoted. If it is allowed a 
place on the ballot, about which there aro valid doubts, it WILL 
be defe.'ited because it SHOULD be defeated and that by a ma- 
jority which will make former substantial dry victories slump 
into insignificance. 


It is high lime Ohio people and the American people were 


insisting upon the permanent retiring of an issue which is dead 
past resurrection.
